Kristy Mundt, Deputy County Attorney, referred to paragraph seven on page two of
the agreement noting a change had been made. She stated the original
agreement indicated there would be a pedestrian crossing across/around parking
bay “B”, however, that is no longer feasible due to construction in the area. Mundt
read the amended language into the record: “BryanLGH will maintain adequate
and safe ingress and egress to the Community Mental Health Center. Such safety
improvements shall be agreed upon by the County before construction
commences.”
